16. (currently amended): A method for treatment of urinary system disease selected 
from the group consisting of prostatic hypertrophy, neurogenic bladder dysfunction disease, 
dvsuria, pollakiuria, night urination and urodvnia , which comprises administering to a mammal 
an effective amount of the compound of formula (I) according to claim 1, a salt thereof, or a 
solvate thereof.

18. (previously presented): A pharmaceutical composition comprising a combination of 
the compound of formula (I) according to claim 1, a salt thereof, or a solvate thereof with at least 
one agent selected from an LP A receptor antagonist, an al blocking agent, an anticholinergic 
agent, a 5a-reductase inhibitor and an anti-androgenic agent. 
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
